The Winterport Health Council is a group of women who 
volunteer their time in helping the town support a Public Health 
Program. 


We held eight Well-Baby and Immunization Clinics this year. 
These Clinics are entirely free of charge, regardless of income. If 
you would like more information contact Eleanor Condon. 


We also have sickroom equipment available on loan to any 
Resident of Winterport. All we ask is that these items not be taken 
out of town and that they be returned when you finish with them, so 
that someone else may use them. Included in these items are wheel- 
chairs, vaporizers , walkers, commodes, crutches and hospital beds. 


This year we added two new commodes, two steam vaporizers, 
and two cool-mist vaporizers. These items are kept at the Town 
Office and may be obtained on weekdays from 9:00 A.M. to 5:00 
P.M. and weekends by contacting Emily Braley or any other member 
of the Health Council. 


We would like to extend our many thanks to Dr. Wagner and 
Patricia Woodbury, R.N., Public Health Nurse for helping us again 
this year.

To the Citizens of Winterport : 


This year of 1977 was a very busy year for the Fire Depart- 
ment. The number of fires increased over the previous year. We held 
drills at different times throughout the year. 


We had two different training courses to help improve our 
services. The courses were a Pump and Truck Operation course and 
a Breathing Apparatus course. They were offered on a voluntary basis. 
These classes were offered to the town by the state at no cost to the 
town. 


The Department purchased new fire hose which was badly need- 
ed, tires on two trucks, two more breathing apparatuses and fire coats. 


The members have spent many hours working on the trucks on 
a voluntary basis. 


We hope we have served the town well and will strive to improve 
our services by having more training sessions this coming year and by 
accepting more new members into our Department.

We wish to report that in our sixth year of operation we answered some 
85 calls and some 150 man hours were donated answering calls. 


We have six Emergency Medical Technicians, 12 licensed ambulance 
attendants and four drivers on our service. We also have two licensed First-Aid 
Instructors who are presently teaching a 51 hour First-Aid Course to 12 new 
volunteers who we hope will be joining our service as licensed ambulance attend- 
ants on completion of this course. 


Anyone interested in joining the service will be more than welcome. 

We would like to bring it to your attention that the service is self support- 
ing and no tax dollars are raised for its operation. The only way we can continue 
to be self-supporting is through your purchase of subscriptions and paying such 
bills as may be rendered for non-subscription services. 


A subscription covers only emergency calls. 


We are proud of our ambulance service and hope that through your support 
you will show us that you are proud of it, too.

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RECREATION BOARD REPORT 


On behalf of the members of the Recreation Board, it once 
again gives me great pleasure to present our fourth annual report. 


During 1977, the Recreation Board was able to accomplish 
many of its goals in regards to establishing recreational programs for 
the citizens of the community, as well as to continue the work start- 
ed at the Community Park. 


Progress at the park site continued even though a good deal 
of work was hampered by rain and will have to be completed this sum- 
mer. A lot of work was accomplished through the employment of people 
under CETA (Comprehensive Education Training Act) and SPEDY 
(Summer Program for Educationally Disadvantaged Youth). These 
people were paid with federal monies. 


Some of the work completed at the park site during the past 
summer was the erection of a fence around the parking lot, the build- 
ing of a bridge behind the school, the erection of two score board 
signs, donated by the Coca Cola Bottling Company in Bangor, the 
erection of a flag pole and the cleaning up of the trees which had 
blown down near the entrance of the park and around the perimeter of 
the park. 


Work on the playing fields was hampered a great deal because 
of the weather, and we were not able to get this area in A-1 condition. 
It is hoped with an early spring and some decent weather, we will be 
able to accomplish this task. 


The lower level of the park still needs to be seeded and it is 
hoped we will be able to complete this task this spring, along with 
the erection of the playground equipment donated by the Women's — 
Extension Club of Winterport. 


In regards to some of the work accomplished this past summer, 
| would like to personally thank the Bernard Ginn family for cutting 
and donating fifty cedar posts for the parking lot fence. 


A very special thanks must go to Derek White for his efforts in 
constructing the flag pole, two sets of bleachers and the erection of a 
gate at the entrance to the park. These three projects alone saved the 
town a considerable sum of money. | would also like to thank all the 
men who ably assisted Mr. White in these projects. 


. This was the first year that the Board made an all out effort to 
Organize numerous recreational programs for the community. During the 
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RECREATION BOARD REPORT (Cont .) 


period from December to June, many programs were held at the school, 
after school hours and were very well received by the community. Most 
of the programs offered were free of charge, with the exception of the 
gymnastics program. A charge was made to pay for the instructor, as 
this is an activity needing a trained person. The hiring of Phyllis 
Worthley as the gymnastic instructor made this a tremendously success- 
ful program. 


The intent of the Board is to have as many free programs as 
possible, but we have discovered that some of the programs requested 
are impossible without charging, because of the cost involved. 


Permission was granted, through the cooperation of the Select- 
men, to hire a work study student from the University of Maine. The 
town only had to pay twenty cents of every dollar paid towards this 
person's salary. Being the first attempt to run a summer recreation 
program, some of the programs were quite successful, while others 
were not. 


With the experience we have gained this year, we hope to im- 
prove and expand recreational activities for the community . 


In conclusion, | would like to thank the many people of the 
community who have supported the Boards effort at the Community Park 
and with the recreational activities held at the school. It is hoped we 
will continue to have your support in the future.

WINTERPORT SEWERAGE DISTRICT 


Progress toward construction of the interceptor sewer and 
sewage treatment plant continues along slowly. The James W. 
Sewall Company has completed the 201 Facilities Report,a 100 
page planning document that analyzes the various aspects of the 
project and determines the best treatment method, etc., for the 
Town. The construction plans and specifications are now being up- 
graded to comply with the latest criteria. We are still too far down 
on the priority list to receive the Federal and State shares of the 
construction funds this year. The revised cost estimate for the pro- 
ject is $1,100,000, with the District share (15%) at $167,000. 
Annual operating costs are estimated at $21,000 and financing 
costs at $10,900, making a total annual cost of $31,900.

TOWN OF WINTERPORT 
For The Year Ended December 31, 1977 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the Town Manager, Select- 
men, Assessors, Town Clerk and other town officers has been completed for the 
year ended December 31, 1977. The results are incorporated in the following 
texts, exhibits and schedules. 


CASH: 

The cash balance of $83,032.66 was reconciled with statements fur- 
nished by the Merchants National Bank, the Bangor Savings Bank and Merrill 
Trust Co. of Bangor, Maine. Petty cash of $294.00 was on hand at audit date. 


TAX RECEIVABLES: 

The current year's tax assessment of $335,170.10 was added and com- 
pared to the tax commitment. Excise tax receipts totaled $56,719.25 of which 
$50,000.00 was appropriated to snow and ice removal. 


REVENUE SHARING: 

Federal Revenue Sharing Funds of $20,490.00 were received during 
the year, of which $11,100.00 was appropriated to various accounts. State 
Revenue Sharing Funds of $19,626.50 was received of which $18,825.56 
was used to reduce the tax assessment. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS: 

A review of the departmental balances revealed overdrafts exceeded un- 
expended balances by $831.48. The principal overdraft was noted in the snow 
removal account. 


SURPLUS: 
Unappropriated surplus of $113,749.30 showed a decrease of 
$32,293.11 from the previous year. 


SCOPE: 

Count of cash was made and reconciled with current recorded receipts. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and 
other matters of financial concern. External verifications were utilized, on a test 
- basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets. 

An analysis was made of the treasurer's receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks support- 
ing expenditures were checked for a selected period. 

The records of the annual Town Meeting were reviewed and matters con- 
cerning finances were verified with the accounting records. Excise tax computa- 
tions and collections were checked on a test basis. Bond coverage was examined. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the finan- 
cial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed to the extent deemed 
necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed, subject to the foregoing comments, that the accompanying 
statements and supporting information present fairly the financial position of the 
town at December 31, 1977 and the results of its operation for the year ended.

SECTION TWO: Format-The budgets as presented by the 
various department heads and others shall be itemized, line-item bud- 
gets. They shall show a breakdown of such items as personnel and 
contracted services, utilities, supplies and any other anticipated costs 
which can be reported. The budgets as presented to the Budget Com- 
mittee for review shall detail a complete financial picture of the town 
including the itemized breakdown of income and expenditures in each 
budget catagory for the previous year, as well as the itemized break- 
down of the proposed budget. The budget as presented to the Budget 
Committee shall show both the department head or association request 
as well as the Selectmen's and Town Manager's recommendations. It 
— shall show all financial accounts whether or not they require appropri- 
ations action by the town meeting.

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RECREATION BOARD REPORT 


On behalf of the members of the Recreation Board, it once 
again gives me great pleasure to present our fifth annual report to 
the citizens of Winterport. 


During the 1978 year, the Recreation Board took a giant step 
in attempting to organize a complete recreational program for the 
community. The Board was quite successful in securing federal 
funds to hire personnel to work at the Community Park, as well 
as personnel to establish recreational programs for the community. 


Work at the park site continues to proceed pretty much on 
schedule, thanks to the efforts of the men that were employed 
through CETA funds, as well as through the efforts of citizens — 
Derek White, Charles Rancourt and Arthur Doyon. 


The work completed this past year at the park included the 
seeding of the lower park area near the courts, installed asphalt 
walkways to the courts, constructed a storage building, cleared 
dead trees around the perimeter of the park, built bridges, and 
worked on the drainage ditch at the lower level. The park workers 
also erected various signs, along with the building and clearing of 
more than a mile of hiking trails through the park site. These same 
trails can be used for cross country skiing during the winte 
months. | 


It is hoped the Community Park will eventually become a 
year round place of activity. During the winter months some 
residents have found it a nice place to snowmobile, slide and 
cross country ski. 


The major efforts this coming year will be to erect a play- 
ground area for young children, a picnic area and to get the + 
playing fields in A-1 condition. 


Along the lines of recreational activities and programs, Mrs. 
Barbara Jason has been hired by the Recreation Board as the 
town’s Recreation Director with federal monies provided by the 
Comprehensive Educational and Training Act (CETA). This 
position will terminate in January 1980. 


Through the Recreation Director's efforts, many activities 
and programs were established and well attended during the year.

Total 
water produced in 1978 was 25,057,300 gallons. A major break 
at the Winterport Docks caused our pumping rate to go up to over 
110,000 gallons per day for a time, but despite this high pumping 
rate and the dry weather our source remained undiminished. 


One new service was installed and six service boxes, three 
services, and one hydrant, were replaced in 1978. 


Mrs. Viola Thibodeau was appointed Treasurer to replace 
Mr. Gary Lowe. Forrest Smith continues to serve as Superintend- 
ent.

WINTERPORT SEWERAGE DISTRICT REPORT 


Progress toward construction of the Winterport Pollution 
Abatement Facility continues to inch along. The 201 Facilities 
Plan was finally approved by the Environmental Protection Agency 
last September. This approval allowed the District to submit an 
application for Step 2 funds for design of the project and Step 3 
funds for construction. Due to inflation and changes in the regul- 
ations the estimated cost of the project has increased to 
$1,826,000. The District’s share of this will be $245,000. 


If approval of our grant application is received this spring 
from the Environmental Protection Agency award of the construc- 
tion contract could be made in time to allow work to start in the 
spring of 1980.

December 31, 1978 
Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Winterport, Maine 
conform to generally accepted governmental accounting 
policies except for the omission of a general fixed asset fund. 


Significant policies follow: 
Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the Trust Fund are maintained and reported 
on the accrual basis. The General Fund is maintained and 
reported on the modified accrual basis. 


Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues 

are recorded when received in cash except when they are 
both measurable and available and therefore are resources 
which may be appropriated. Expenditures, except for interest 
on general long-term debt which is recorded when it becomes 
due, are recorded when goods or services are received and 
actual liabilities are incurred. 


Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures are ac- 
counted for in the General Fund and are controlled by a 
budgetary accounting system in accordance with legal 
requirements. 

Fiduciary Activities 

Fiduciary activities of the Town are accounted for in the 
Trust Funds.

Comparative data for the prior year has been presented in 
the balance sheet to provide an understanding of changes 
in the Town’s financial position.

The Winterport Health Council is a group of women who 
volunteer their time in helping the town support a Public Health 
Program. 


We held eight Well-Baby and Immunization Clinics this year. 
These clinics are entirely free of charge, regardless of income. 
If you would like more information contact Eleanor Condon. 


We also have sickroom equipment available on loan to any 
Resident of Winterport, all we ask is that these items not be taken 
out of town and that they be returned when you finish with them, 
so that someone else may use them. Included in these items are 
wheelchairs, vaporizers, walkers, commodes, crutches and hospital 
beds. 


This year we added two new walkers and two commodes. 
These items are kept at the Town Office and may be obtained 
on weekdays from 9:00 A.M. to 5:00 P.M. and weekends by con- 
tacting Emily Braley or any other member of the Health Council. 
We also have two blood pressure cuffs and two stetieeeo Re 
available for people trained in their use.

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WINTERPORT PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


In the year January 1, 1979 - December 31, 1979, the Plan- 
ning Board met twenty times. These meetings included Public 
Hearings regarding sub-divisions. Two sub-divisions were approved 
by the Board. The Board drew up and approved by-laws for the 
conduct of business. A plan titled ‘“Winterport Growth Manage- 
ment Plan 1979” was developed and published in October. This 
plan and a series of studies, including an opinion poll, was made 
with the staff assistance of the Penobscot Valley Regional Plan- 
ning Commission. Financial assistance was provided by the pro- 
visions of the Coastal Zone Management Act of 1972. The studies 
include a series of maps of the town containing much valuable 
information. The reports and maps are on file in the Town Office. 


The Board recommended in October by a letter to the Board 
of Selectmen that they consider the purchase of the Winterport 
Inn on Main Street as a possible new location for the Town Offices. 


The Planning Board meets monthly in the Town Office.

DECEMBER 31, 1979 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Winterport, Maine con- 
form to generally accepted governmental accounting policies 
except for the omission of a general fixed asset fund. 


Significant policies follow: 


Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the Trust Fund are maintained and reported on 
the accrual basis. The General Fund is maintained and reported 
on the modified accrual basis. 


Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are 
recorded when received in cash except when they are both mea- 
surable and available and therefore are resources which may be 
appropriated. Expenditures, except for interest on general long- 
term debt which is recorded when it becomes due, are recorded 
when goods or services are received and actual liabilities are 
incurred. 


Budgetary Accounting 

General governmental revenues and expenditures are accounted 
for in the General Fund and are controlled by a budgetary 
accounting system in accordance with legal requirements. 
Fiduciary Activities 


Fiduciary activities of the Town are accounted for in the Trust 
Funds.

It is my duty and pleasure to submit to you this report for the 
year ending December 31, 1980. This has been a progressive year 
for the Town in many respects. Areas worth noting include the 
following: 


1. Vital records of the Town have been microfilmed, with copies 
stored in a safe deposit box to insure their preservation. 


2. The tax maps have been updated for the first time since 1975. 
These are kept in the Town Office and may be used by the 
public. 


3. The operation of the dump has been improved to the point 
that it qualified for the State’s Solid Waste subsidy program. 
Only 20% of the towns in Maine qualified and we were the 
only one in Waldo County. 


4. The Town was able to take advantage of high interest invest- 
ments of idle cash to significantly lower the cost of borrow- 
ing money throughout the year. 


5. Several town streets were paved during the summer and major 
ditching jobs were completed on out-of-town roads. 


The Selectmen and Budget Committee have worked long and 
hard to arrive at the recommendations you see in the town meet- 
ing warrant at the back of this report. These are difficult times for 
municipalities and | hope you will give the budget strong consider- 
ation and exercise your right to vote at Town Meeting.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION BOARD 


To: The Citizens of Winterport 


On behalf of the members of the recreation board it gives me 
great pleasure to present our seventh annual report. 


1980 was a year which saw continued improvement and increased 
use of our community park. We were able to complete a children’s 
playground area adjacent to the tennis courts thanks to a gift of 
equipment from the Winterport Evening Extension. 


The tennis courts have proved very popular and because of this 
high use and some unfortunate vandalism it was necessary to resur- 
face and re-line the courts. The work was completed in the fall and 
the courts will be ready for your enjoyment this summer. 


The summer maintenance at the park was performed by student 
workers, hired through the C.E.T.A. program, under the supervision 
of the board. The new tractor certainly proved its worth, and saved 
the town considerable mowing fees. The grass areas of the park are 
filling in, though some seeding and grooming remain to be com- 
pleted during the summer of 1981. Work on improving the quality 
of the playing surface of the infield at the ball field continued 
throughout the summer. Charles Rancourt played a major role in 
repairing the infield playing surface and the board wishes to ex- 
press its thanks to him for his efforts. 


Two new drain tiles have been installed in the ball fields at the 
park. These drains have greatly helped in alleviating the water 
problems we have experienced in the past. 


During 1980 the recreation board sponsored the following pro- 
grams for the community’s enjoyment: basketball for pee wees, 
high schoolers, and adults; adult volleyball and a volleyball tour- 
ney; floor hockey; slimnastics; and a concert featuring the Univer- 
sity of Maine 20th Century Ensemble. A new program generating 
a great deal of interest was the summer softball program. Last 
summer nearly 100 people in six teams competed in the league. 
The program ran for 13 weeks with games being played three and 
four nights a week. League play concluded with a week of tour- 
nament action. 


The summer youth program had to be cancelled as our recrea- 
tion director’s position was eliminated because of a funding cut- 
back at C.E.T.A. It is the recreation board’s hope to hire a summer 
recreation director in 1981 with funds from the town so that we 
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can continue with our sponsorship of a comprehensive youth pro- 
gram this summer. 


The Fourth of July activities seem to get bigger and better each 
year. This growth is only possible because of the efforts of many 
dedicated citizens. Committees are now being formed and plans 
are being made for this year’s festivities. If you should have any 
recommendations or desire to serve on this committee please 
contact a board member. 


The board meets Thursday evening at 8:00 at the Leroy H. Smith 
School. These are public meetings and we welcome your attend- 
ance and suggestions.

REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT WATER DISTRICT 


The Winterport Water District supplied the town with 27,229,900 
gallons of water in 1980, the quality of which exceeded all State 
and Federal standards for purity and healthfulness. 


No breaks in water mains or other major maintenance problems 
were experienced during the year. The standpipe on Lebanon Hill, 
erected in 1896, is in poor condition and we expect will soon re- 
quire replacement. However, the charter of the Winterport Water 
District limits borrowing of funds to $250,000 of which over 
$190,000 has been used for purchase of facilities of the Winter- 
port Water Company and extensions of the distribution system on 
Oak and Marine Streets. The Trustees have asked the legislature 
to increase our borrowing capacity to $400,000 to allow us to 
erect a new standpipe if necessary and make further main exten- 
sions. 


At a meeting of water utility operators last fall in Bangor the 
question was raised as to how many water districts were operating 
in the black. Winterport was one of a very few that were able to 
answer in the affirmative. 


REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT SEWERAGE DISTRICT 


Progress toward construction of a pollution abatement facility 
for the town continues at a steady but bureaucratic pace. The 
District has received approval for the Federal and State shares of 
funding for the project and has received a grant of $38,000 for 
engineering services. Changes in Federal and State regulations have 
required a complete redesign of the facility. If no further changes 
are required, the Trustees are expecting to award construction 
contracts in 1981. 


A recent regulation imposed by the Environmental Protection 
Agency requires that the District have the necessary real estate 
required for the project before construction can commence. 
Therefore the Trustees are requesting the Town to authorize the 
Selectmen to convey to the District the land required for the 
treatment facility. The District is responsible for all land acquisi- 
tion costs since these costs are not shared by the State or Federal 
government.

December 31, 1980 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Winterport, Maine con- 
form to generally accepted governmental accounting policies 
except for the omission of a general fixed asset fund. 


Significant policies follow: 


Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the Trust Fund are maintained and reported on 
the accrual basis. The General Fund is maintained and reporied 
on the modified accrual basis. 


Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are 
recorded when received in cash except when they are both mea- 
surable and available and therefore are resources which may be 
appropriated. Expenditures, except for interest on general long- 
term debt which is recorded when it becomes due, are recorded 
when goods or services are received and actual liabilities are 
incurred. 


Budgetary Accounting 

General governmental revenues and expenditures are accounted 
for in the General Fund and are controlled by a budgetary 
accounting system in accordance with legal requirements.

Funds.

To the Citizens of the Town of Winterport: 


It is my duty and pleasure to submit to you this report for 
the year ending December 31, 1981. It has been a busy year for 
the Town and a positive one in many ways. 


Improvements continued at the Town Landfill. Most notice- 
able was the extensive landscaping work done on the old section 
which was previously an open dump. This project shows how the 
entire site will appear should we close the facility, either by choice 
or lack of space in the years to come. 


The seemingly never ending job of removing diseased elm 
trees continued in 1981. Many have been replaced however, by 
shade trees planted with the help of State funds. Over fifty were 
set out in the past year and the Selectmen hope to continue the 
program in 1982. 


We were disappointed to hear that the Federal Government 
had cut funds available for improvements at the Town Office. We 
did however, apply for and receive over $1,500 from the State 
which was used to improve the energy efficiency of the building. 
Since no Town money was involved, any savings in heating costs 
are an immediate help to our budget. 


Finally, as you look over this year’s audit report you will see 
that the Town continues to grow stronger financially. Our tax col- 
lection rate is increasing as is our fund balance. These are indicators 
of a healthy financial status and will help us to deal effectively 
with banks when it comes time to borrow tax anticipation funds. 

In 1981 interest earned throughout the year on short term invest- 
ments increased dramatically and more than offset the cost of bor- 
rowing necessary funds in anticipation of tax revenue. Several 
savings accounts and trust funds have been reinvested and are now 
generating much greater interest as the auditor’s report shows. 


This year’s Town Meeting will present many choices to the 
voters. As you look through the warrant at the back of this report 
you will see that the Selectmen and the Budget Committee have 
arrived at different recommendations in some cases. Since the 
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final decision can only be made by the people at Town Meeting, 
| hope that we will see a large turnout on March 16. 


| would like to conclude once again by thanking the Select- 
men, members of the Town's committees, the office staff, and 
all others who have given me their support and assistance. It is a 
pleasure to work with all of them.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION BOARD 


To the Citizens of Winterport: 


On behalf of the members of the recreation board it gives me 
great pleasure to present our eighth annual report. 


This past year a growing number of our citizens enjoyed the 
beauty and varied recreation opportunities offered at our commun- 
ity park. A number of park improvement projects were completed 
during 1981. The safety fence around the basketball court has 
been erected, thanks to the efforts of Bernard Simpson Jr., and 
several volunteers.

gymnastics; arts and crafts; and many other exciting programs. 
This program could not have been the success that it was without 
the help of our dedicated volunteers. The board wishes to express 
its thanks to those citizens.

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REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT WATER DISTRICT 


The Winterport Water District experienced no major main- 
tenance problems or line breaks in 1981. Water usage by the Town 
increased slightly over that used in 1980. At present the District 
serves 248 users, Of which 231 are residential, 11 are commercial, 
1 is industrial, and 5 are governmental (school, town office, etc.), 


The Trustees have been studying the standpipe replacement 
or repair problem, trying to come up with the best and most econ- 
omical solution. The last legislature increased the borrowing cap- 
acity of the District from $250,000 to $400,000 which will allow 
us to borrow the necessary funds for repair or replacement. We 
hope to do this work this coming summer. 


Lately there has been much publicity given to the health 
hazards associated with organic compounds in drinking water re- 
lated to possible causes of cancer. The State tested the town water 
in January and found that it contains less than one percent of the 
maximum allowable amount. For instance the maximum allow- 
able amount of total trihalomethans (TTHM) is 100 parts per 
billion. The test of our water showed 0.83 ppm. The State con- 
siders this amount insignificant.

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REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT SEWERAGE DISTRICT 


After many years construction was finally started on a sewage 
disposal system for Winterport. A contract was awarded in Decem- 
ber to Maine Rental and Supply Corp. of Hampden for construc- 
tion of the interceptor sewer which will eventually connect all the 
existing sewers running into the river to the treatment plant, and 
the outfall line which will carry the treated sewage to the river. 
The contractor’s work schedule calls for completion of his con- 
tract in July 1982. 


The basic design of the treatment plant has been approved 
by the State and final plans are expected to be completed by 
spring or early summer with contract award before winter. Pro- 
jected plant completion and operation is the fall of 1983 or early 
1984, 


The estimated total project cost is $1,790,065 or roughly 
1.8 million. Of this the Federal Government through EPA will pro- 
vide $1,295,425, and the State through DEP will provide $261,240. 
The Trustees have been working with Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration for a grant of $186,000 and a loan of $46,400. This would 
result in the District’s share of the 1.8 million cost to be less than 
three percent. Debt retirement over 40 years would be about 
$14.45 per family per year.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
December 31, 1981 


Note 1 — Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town operates under a Selectman-Manager form of govern- 
ment and provides the following services: public safety (police 
and fire), highways and streets, sanitation, health and social 
services, culture-recreation, education, public improvements, 
planning and zoning, and general administrative services. 


The accounting policies of the Town of Winterport conform 
to generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to 
governments. The following is a summary of the more signifi- 
cant policies: 


A. 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds and account groups, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund 
are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing ac- 
counts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, rev- 
enues, and expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. Gov- 
ernment resources are allocated to and accounted for in 
individual funds based upon the purposes for which they 
are to be spent and the means by which spending activities 
are controlled. The various funds are grouped, in the finan- 
cial statements in this report, into eight generic fund types 
and three broad fund categories as follows: 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating 
fund of the Town. It is used to account for all financial 
resources except those required to be accounted for in 
another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds — Special Revenue Funds are used 
to account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources 
(other than special assessments, expendable trusts, or major 
capital projects) that are legally restricted to expenditures 
for specified purposes. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds — Trust Funds are used to account for assets 
held by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for 
individuals, private organizations, other governments, and/ 
or other funds. These include Expendable Trust and Non- 
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expendable Trust Funds. Non-expendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for in essentially the same manner as proprietary 
funds since capital maintenance is critical. Expendable Trust 
funds are accounted for in essentially the same manner as 
governmental funds. 

Basis of Accounting 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expendi- 
tures or expenses are recognized in the accounts and reported 
in the financial statements. Basis of accounting relates to 
the timing of the measurements made, regardless of the 
measurement focus applied. 


All governmental funds and Expendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for using the modified accrual basis of account: 
ing. Their revenues are recognized when they become meas- 
urable and available as net current assets. Taxpayer-assessed 
income, gross receipts, and sales taxes are considered ‘’meas- 
urable” when in the hands of intermediary collecting gov- 
ernments and are recognized as revenue at that time. Anti- 
cipated refunds of such taxes are recorded as liabilities and 
reductions of revenue when they are measurable and their 
validity seems certain. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting when the related fund liability 
is incurred. Exceptions to this general rule include: (1) ac- 
cumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other employee 
amounts which are not accrued; and (2) principal and inter- 
est on general long-term debt which is recognized when due. 


All proprietary funds and Nonexpendable Trust Funds are 
accounted for using the accrual basis of accounting. Their 
revenues are recognized when they are earned, and their 
expenses are recognized when they are incurred. 


Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 


The Town follows these procedures in establishing the 
budgetary data reflected in the financial statements: 


1. During the month of March, the townspeople approve 
the budget at a town meeting. 


2. Budgets for the General, Special Revenue, and Capital 
Projects Funds are adopted on a basis consistent with 
generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). 
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D. Investments 


Investments are stated at cost or amortized cost, which ap- 
proximates market. 


E. Accumulated Unpaid Vacation, Sick Pay, and Other Em- 
ployee Benefit Amounts 


Accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other employee 
benefit amounts are not accrued in governmental funds 
(using the modified accrual basis of accounting). 


F. Comparative Data 


Comparative data have not been presented in the statements 
because of a change in format presentation. 


G. Total Columns on Combined Statements — Overview 


Total columns on the Combined Statements — Overview 
are captioned Memorandum Only to indicate that they are 
presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data in these 
columns do not present financial position, results of oper- 
ations, or changes in financial position in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such 
data comparable to a consolidation. Interfund eliminations 
have not been made in the aggregation of this data. 


Note 2 — Inter Fund Payables 


At December 31, 1981 the General Fund recognized obligations 

to the Trust Fund for $18,302.03 due to the Airport-Drags

Any ques- 
tion of whether a member shall be disqualified 
from voting shall be decided by a majority of 
those members present and voting, excepting 
the member who is being challenged. 
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H. The Board shall adopt rules for transaction of 
business and the Secretary shall keep a record 
of its transactions. 


3. | Comprehensive Planning f 4 


The Board frdy prepare and recommend a 
comprehensive plan to the Board of Selectmen 
consistent with 39 M.R.S.A. 4961. 


A. Among other things, the plan may include the 
proposed general character and recommenda- 
tions concerning the future development of 
the Town of Winterport. 

B. The Board shall hold at least one public hear- 
ing on its tentative proposals before it recom- 
ments to the Selectmen whether the plan be 
submitted to a regular Town Meeting for the 
Consideration of the Legislative Body. 

C. A majority vote of the legislative body will 
enact the Comprehensive Plan. 

D. The Town of Winterport is authorized to raise 
or appropriate money and the Planning Board, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, may con- 
tract with the State and Federal Governments 
for the purpose of comprehensive planning 
authorized by this section. 

E. The Planning Board may hire personnel and 
obtain goods and services necessary for its 
proper function within the limits of appropri- 
ations made for the purpose.

Article 37. Shall an ordinance entitled Culvert Ordinance .) \~ 
be enacted? 
Culvert Ordinance 


1. No person, firm, corporation, or other legal 
entity of any kind shall place an obstruction 
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or permit any obstruction to remain in any 
ditch or watercourse by the side of any Town 
Road without providing a sufficient culvert for 
the passage of water that shall be acceptable 
to the Road Commissioner or his agent. 


2. Any person, firm, corporation, or other legal 
entity who violates this ordinance shall be 
fined not less than $200.00 nor more than 
$300.00 for each violation. The day such ob- 
struction is placed in the ditch or watercourse 
and each day thereafter that said obstruction 
remains shall constitute a separate violation 
of this ordinance. 

Article 38. To see (a) if the Town will vote to fix a date when 

taxes shall be due and payable; and (b) to see if the Town will fix 

a rate of interest to be charged on taxes unpaid after said date.

Article 39. To see if a person may not hold the position of 
Selectman and Assessor at the same time. jt 
Article 40. To see if all real estate acquired in any manner by 


the Town of Winterport shall be disposed of by the Selectmen only 
after receipt of recommendations from the Planning Board and 
Recreation Board concerning said disposition. The Selectmen at 
their discretion (1) may elect to dispose of said real estate to the 
former owner upon payment of all taxes, interests and costs due 

-and owing, or (2) by sealed bid advertised in the Town Report in 
addition to other usual methods of advertising the sale. The adver- 
tisement shall give the date that the bid shall be accepted and such 
other information as the Selectmen deem appropriate. In con- 
nection with the above-mentioned disposition of real estate, the 
Selectmen shall be authorized to execute all deeds or documents of 
conveyance. 
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Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Na 
Selectmen on behalf of the Town to borrow Tax Anticipation 
Monies during the ensuing year.
